LOST THEIR LIVES 


St. Petersburg. Oct 14.—5.15 p. ni.— 
A later dispatch from Gen. Snkhnroff, 
to*nt' at II o'clock this morning, explains 
more of the operation** of October Ifth 
and October 13th, from which it appears 
tluit the Russian centre was due north 
of tbe Yentui mine#, the right running 
west n short ilistauce Ih*joiu1 the rail¬ 
road, and the left sweeping si>uthc«st- 
ward towards Bensihu.. The real bloody 
work did not begin until Wednesday, 
when the Japanese made a series of de¬ 
termined attacks on Siafbcliedzy, about 
seven miler north of Yentni, but the Rus¬ 
sians held off their assailants. 

In t'lie meantime, however, the ex¬ 
treme right, comparatively lightly held, 
was forced back, thus compelling Kouro- 
patkin to slightly draw back hit* line 
above Yentai in order to preserve its 
alignment. 

In flie extreme left, after a determined 
resistance, the Russians succeeded' In car¬ 
rying the rocky height* aud Hun pass, 
north of Bensihu, but tin* arrival of 
Japanese reinforcements, Kouropatkin 
say*, made it im|Mmsihle for Hie Rus*inns 
to press tlie advantage here as the left 
was too far advanced. It was also with¬ 
drawn some distance. 

Reports from the left, however, only 
bring the situation up to yesterday after¬ 
noon. 

A high official of the general staff tells 
the Associated Press that the situation, 
while critical, is not desperate. Kouro- 
patkin is keeping his head ami acting 
cautiously ns shown by his withdrawal 
on both wings in the. hope that the 
Japanese assaults will exhaust them¬ 
selves. tie say* the slaughter was fright¬ 
ful. No estimate of the losses is yet pos¬ 
sible, but they run far info the thou¬ 
sands. The losses were especially heavy 
on the Russian left and centre. In n 
single regiment out of over a hundred 
officers, only eight escaped. 

Tin* Awhh inte*l Press is itfformed on 
the same authority that no information 
has been re**eiv**d here tending to confirm 
the report that the Japanese are likely 
to cut off a force on. the Ruwian left, 
neither is the threatened enveloping 
movement against the Russian right 
greatly feared.

Port Simpson, Oct. 13.—Steamer Nell 
arrived on Monday morning last bringing 
twenty-Two survivors of ^pUbMcowita 
wreck and the bodies of three W Ithe In¬ 
dian children drowned during the dis¬ 
aster. The Nell carried her own through 
piiHNcugers, and had a large consignment 
of freight. 

She left dliout noon the Maine day for 
Georgetown mill, whereat the inner har¬ 
bor she took on lumber and then went to 
the outer wharf, where shortly after fire 
broke out in the engine room. 

Everything was done to extinguish the 
flames, but' all to no avail, and Cttpt. 
Oliver, seeing his ship doomed, ordered 
tin* horses aboard to be shot. 

Fortunately there was no loss of life, 
but the steamer, cargo, wharf and lum¬ 
ber stacks wen* completely wiped out. 

The total loss is estimated at $25,000. 
The property carried something like 
$2,000 insurance.

The Sulitelma left Valparaiso some 
two months ago, and a hurricane sprung 
up a few days after her sailiug.

The Sulitelma was commanded by 
Copt.

At the time of thei wrecking she was 
bound for Anemia port, in Southern 
Chili. Capt. Petterson had with him on 
the voyage three fffirie-gtiuyn up daugh¬ 
ters, aud they, with the entire crew, 
numbering 15, including the captain, 
were‘drowned. 

The ill-fated vessel was owned -by M. 
B. Peele, of Valparaiso. She was built 
in 1880 at North Glasgow, N«mr Scotia, 
her tonnage being ft'4.

ammunition wagons 24. Gen. Oku’* army 
was credited with having token 23 guns. 

The report regarding Gen. Nodxu's 
capture is not quite clear. It says he 
took “two field guns and eight nnunuui- 
tion wagons on a height a few miles 
east of Yentai, and while pursuing the 
enemy captured also field guns with am¬ 
munition wagons numbering eleven at 
Saukuashin mountain, besides 150 pris- 
oner*.“ 

The Japanese legation is not snre 
whether this means eleven guns and 
eleven wagons, or whether the guns and 
wagons together total eleven.

We have been 
pushing south from Fusan and havehifST 
a number of skirmishes and on© hot fight 
at the village of Khodyngey on October 
9th, in which we lost 150 killed or wound¬ 
ed. Wo are now approaching the banka 
of the Taitse river. The Japanese, who 
had already been driven out of Rentsia- 
putze when wo arrived, are now retiring 
from TiUi.dindin, only two miles ahead. 
Our advance la falling back on Bensihu. 

“Gen. RennenkampfFs Cossacks first 
attacked Khodyngey, driving Che Japan- 
o«e from the village with a loss of twelve 
killed or wounded. The Japanese then 
took n stand on a ridge to the south¬ 
ward. whence it seems it would lx* im¬ 
possible to dislodge them.

The Torpedo Motor Boat—French Engi¬ 
neer ou Its Use in Naval Warfare.

44 Up to this moment the public have 
regarded the motor boat ns a mechanical 
curiosity, destined sooner or Inter to 
supersede steamers in river and sea 
trade,” says a Paris dispatch. “Now 
conies Count Ricope, with Ills idea of 
the motor boat ns the machine which 
may at any moment revolutionise the 
world's navies. 

“Count Recope is an ex-chief engineer 
of the marine service, and president of 
the yachitig committee of the French 
Automobile Club. He is recognised all 
over the automobile world as an authori¬ 
ty of the first order. The use of the 
motor boat hi the commercial murine 
Count Itecope recognise* at once. But 
in a letter to the Matin he lays exclu¬ 
sive stress upon Its use in naval warfare. 
His naval motor bout. designed for speed 
and a wide range of sailing, will be 
equipped with a Whitehead torpedo. A 
company of these small boats, each with 
its torpedo, would head for mi enemy's 
heavily-armed battleship. 

“The battletfrip might destroy several 
of them—just as a battery in a land 
tight might play havoc with an advanc¬ 
ing battalion. But one or more of the 
swarm of ‘hornets.’ as the count calls 
them, could be counted upon to get suf¬ 
ficiently near the battleship's hull for the 
launching of a torpedo. Says the count: 
‘A man facing a tiger knows what he 
has to do. But what a plight he would 
bo in. however plucky he might he, if 
he were attacked by a swarm of hornets. 
He/may kill ten, twenty of them; but 
at least one hornet will be sure to get at 
bim and sting him. it may be mortally. 
These hornets, they are the torpedo- 
armed automobile boats. I.et an enemy's 
fleet get into the Mediterranean, and let 
two swarms of these sen hornets, one 
from Algiers, the other from Toulon, go 
out to meet it. and you may fee), sure 
that not one of the enemy's ships would 
escape disaster. The valor and hardi¬ 
hood of our 'French seamen would make 
this a certainty. If the Russians at Port 
Arthur had had only fifty of these tor¬ 
pedo-armed motor hoot*, not a single 
Japanese battleship would have attempt- 
ol to approach the fortress, and no Jap¬ 
anese transport would have landed her 
troops on the shore of Manchuria/ 

"Owing to their color and their very 
small size, it would be difficult‘to ‘spot’ 
these 'hornets* even in clear weather.” 

Writing in J*he World’s Work Mr. Nor¬ 
man prophecies the rise of motor boats, 
and calls upon the government to experi¬ 
ment with them for naval purposes: ' 

“A torpedo Units exists only to carry 
one or two torpedoes within launching 
distance of the enemy.

Greener is spending a few days iu Van¬ 
couver city ns the guest of his old school¬ 
fellow, G. E. Tisdall. 

To the Vancouver News*Advertiser 
Mr. Greener said that he had been at tlio 
seat of war before the outbreak of hos¬ 
tilities. mid had stayed there for the past 
six months. Like other correspondents, 
lie comes hack rather dissatisfied. The 
Russian authorities would not let them 

,• anything ottieinlly. They were not 
allowed to send out" any news that would 
••rente a bad impression in Russia, or that 
told anything of the movements of the 
eii. my, so that consequently there was 
nothing left to teli, ansi he came away. 

He jjnys there is only one word that 
adequately < xpre**ee the astonishment of 
the Russians at the success of the Japs, 
and that Is Hint they are simply “flnb- 
Ixjggnsted.” 

The only trouble with the Japs is that 
th y do t:.»t follow up their successes 
quickly enough. He-was in Port Arthur 
at the time of the first Japanese assault, 
and the only astonishment of the 
garrison seemed to Ik* that the Japanese 
did not’ follow np their success, and take 
the place as they certainly could have 
done. Since then, reinforcements ami 
provisions have been received, and In the 
opinion of Mr. Greener, the taking of 
Port Arthur will now In* a much more 
difficult matter.

."The great trouble in the present 
war,” he an hi, “is that the Russian offi¬ 
cers do not take their position seriously 
rtiough, nnd the soldiers, too, appear to 
have little heart in It. When they get 
cornered they fight withuThe ferocity of 
desperation, but bare shown no spirit in 
attack. Then the Russian officers have 
shown great indecision as to what should 
or should not he doue. There seemed, l*v- 
sidfn, to be n great deal of jealousy bo- 
t’ween Koiir.-patkln and Alexieff. One 
woiild order troops to a certain part, and 
the other would send them back again.” 

Mr. Greener speaks in high praise of 
the hardihood and endurance of the Rus¬ 
sian soldiers. .Many of them have worn 
out their clothes in the present campaign, 
Imf they have gone to work and patched 
them up ns In-st they' could with gunny- 
snrks or any material they could lay 
hands on, and kept trudging stubbornly 
along. The Cossacks are a fine body of 
nun. but have had no opi>ortuuity for 
their particular mode of fighting in flie 
present campaign, ns the Jnps keep to 
the hills, nnd there is little chance of a 
cavalry attack. 

The artillery fire of the Japanese has 
been much better than that of the Rus¬ 
sians. He considers Gen. Fukushima to 
1 m* the brain behind the Japanese army 
tlmf is guiding it to success. He it is 
who dm*t» tiie plunuing which the others 
execute. 

A peculiarity of the Japanese returning 
from the war is that nine-tenths of them 
| seem to be ill with heri-beri. n iKMiumbing 
disease peculiar to the Orientals. 

Mr. Greener adds that in spite of their 
reverses, the Russians never seem to 
doubt for n moment that they will wip in 
the end. Next year it is their intention 
to get out another army, pour in rein¬ 
forcements, nnd drive tlrj Japanese out 
of Korea.

Now what about the responsibility of 
the Conservative party for the present 
condition of the province of British Col¬ 
umbia financially and the heavy burden 
of taxation we are compelled to carry 
as a consequence? When, the seal of the 
union was applied we were absolutely 
free from debt. During all the interven¬ 
ing space the complexion of our govern¬ 
ments has been practically Tory. And 
the debt Js now about twelve millions 
foy a population of two hundred thou¬ 
sand!

The lender of the Dominion govern¬ 
ment bus given assurances that the re¬ 
quest of British Columbia for a recon¬ 
sideration of the terms of union will re¬ 
ceive consideration—that an inquiry will 
bo held, and that the result of that in¬ 
vestigation will determine the course of 
the government. .The leader of the Con¬ 
servative party says he is agreeable to 
the reference of the question to a Royal 
Commission, and that the findings of the 
commission will he sufficient for any ad¬ 
ministration of which he may he the 
head. The announcement of the Premier 
is of course another appeal to the cu¬ 
pidity, au insult to the integrity and in¬ 
dependence, of the people of British Col¬ 
umbia, while the statement of Mr. Bor¬ 
den is that of a high-minded patriot, de¬ 
termined to see that justice is done. But 
we will let that aspect of the matter 
pass. Our friends on the opposition side 
are in a rather hopeless state. We must 
not pay too close attention to the bleat- 
iugs of despair. 

The facts are that the question has 
never been a party one. The question 
cf hotter terms originated with Liberals. 
It waa debated hy Liberals for many 
years; dinned into the ears of Conserva¬ 
tive ministers for many years. The 
knightly spokesman of the Populist-Con¬ 
servative party and the able, intellectual, 
and strong-minded Premier of the first 
Conservative government British Colum¬ 
bia has ever had, evidently believe that 
they can successfully attack the federal 
administration through the question of 
better terms. Better terms is tho burden 
of their story upon every platform. May 
we bo permitted to point out that the 
terms of union were negotiat'd by Tory 
representatives of British Columbia with 
a Tory administration sitting at Ottawa. 
Furthermore, as was pointed out by 
Collator Templeman at the nominating 
convention iu A. O. U. W. hall, Sir John 
A. Macdonald granted the delegation bet¬ 
ter terms than they demanded. They 
asked for an annual allowance on ac¬ 
count of the provincial legislature. The 
province hud no public debt at that time. 
All the other provinces which entered tho 
union bad public debts. The annuity to 
British Columbia was increased in pro¬ 
portion to the amount the people of the 
province would be taxed in order to meet 
the interest aqd sinking fund on that 
debt. Wo were granted the same annual 
allowance per head of population as the 
other 'parties to the bargain were re¬ 
ceiving. One or two of the Eastern 
provinces were promised connecting 
bridges or steamship lines iu order to 
fully consummate the union. The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia delegates ask'd for a 
wagon road. They got a transcontinental 
railway. They were treated at the time 
with what was regarded as singular gen¬ 
erosity. They received in larger measure 
than they had the temerity to ask. And 
the terms of union were carried out to 
the letter and spirit of the bargain. Other 
government* asserted that the terms had 
been viola ted,'notably Prince Edward 
Island and Nova Scotia. Their claims 
were recognised and compensation grant¬ 
ed. But in the case of British Oolum-

But, from In¬ 
quiries made by a London Leader repre¬ 
sentative, the claim Is not always Justified 
—when tested practically In England. 

The Northeastern railway for Instance, 
haa been experimenting with large 30 or 
40-ton wagons on the American model, but 
the leader representative was Informed 
that these have now been "hidden away.” 
They were found to be useless In the car¬ 
riage of coni, and cumbrous and "ungain¬ 
ly" In the conveyance of ordinary merchan¬ 
dise. 

Then, again, the Northeastern railway 
adopted the American system of automate 
electric signalling. But that has not an¬ 
swered well, and alterations will have to 
be made. Nor, Indeed. Is It Ifcvown how the 
electrified portion of this railway line— 
that at Tyneside—la going to turn out from 
the financial standpoint. 

One gentleman who was consulted said 
that In the southern’ states the track was 
often very rough, and the woodwork so 
weak ns to lead to grave accidents. This 
gentleman added that the American en¬ 
gines, when tried In this country, were 
found to be far more costly than English 
engine*, and piat, when at Derby several 
month* ago. he noticed that the Midland 
Company were breaking up some of those 
American Importations.

THE JAPANESE CONSTITUTION, 


I spent much time away from Japan 
studying the constitutions of various coun¬ 
tries, the Emperor having ordered me to 
undertake the arduous task of framing a 
draft of the new Japanese constitution. 
The work was very difficult nml necessitat¬ 
ed much thought. Never before had there 
been a constitution, in. the modern sense of 
the word, In Japan, to help me to know* 
what were the most vital point* to be pro¬ 
vided for Iu the ,mew code. The country 
had been so essentially.a non-constitutional 
and feudal one that It was difficult to alt 
down on the debris of Its past history and 
prepare offhand n constitution for It; and 
even when 1 had decided as to what was 
moot necessary, it, required very great care 
to lasure the proper working and'execution 
of the various provisions. 1 had always to 
remember that my work was tnteuded as a 
permanent .measure, and, therefore, I had 
<0 examine all the possible effects likely to 
arise from it In the distant future. Above 
all, there was the pre-eminent Importance 
<0 be attached to the necessity of safe¬ 
guarding the sacred' and traditional rights 
of the sovereign. (With the assistance of 
my secretaries and collaborators— all of 
them a* devoted to the work aa myself—I 
accomplished my task aa well a^ I could, 
and It la not without some satisfaction 
that I see that It has not been found neces¬ 
sary to amend tho constitution since tv 
promulgation.—Marqala It© In L< site's 
Magazine.

Meeting at Duncans. 

Ralph Smith hem the opening meeting 
of the Liberal campaign in Nanaimo dis¬ 
trict last night in the Odd Fellows’ tail, 
Duncans, which was filled by an atten¬ 
tive and enthusiastic audience, notwidi¬ 
sbanding the fact that the ball «*f the 
Lawn Tennis Club was iu progress in the 
Agricultural hall.

He began by a refer¬ 
ence to the canvass made against him 
to the effect that he had been a labor 
candidate in XuuaimuHiflSd” Ladysmith 
but a Liberal iu other parts of the con¬ 
stituency. lu a certain sense, he said, 
this was true. In the cities men Foiled, 
he, as a workingman and u member of 
a trades union addressing men to whom 
the questions respecting labor were of 
paramount imiM»rtaucen»poke a« « rnndi- 
date pledged to represent the interests of 
labor in parliament, but in other parts of 
the constituency, where labor unions did 
not exist and wnere the issues with 
which the people were concerned were 
those between tin* Liberals aud Conserva¬ 
tives, he spoke as a Liberal.

There has been received from San 
Francisco intelligence that there was lost 
with the steamer Mineola the entire sen- 
soil's catch of seal skius belonging to the 
Commercial Company. The Mineola, a* 
reported a few days ago. was lost near 
Tigel bay ou September 5th, tut her way 
from Pretropavlosk. in Siberia, to San 
Francisco. On her way she called «t the 
Copper Island and took on board tho 
Commercial Company's catch of skins. 
These have been lost, aud in consequence 
the price of seal skins cannot be other 
than stiffened to a very considerable ex¬ 
tent. The exact number on board the 
steamer cannot be ascertained. Last 
year there were 7.700 taken by the com¬ 
pany. This year, according to reports, 
the number has been considerably in¬ 
creased. and it is estimated that as mauy 
as 13.000 were taken. At a very con¬ 
servative estimate the skins were worth 
#14 each. 

The effect of the loss will be felt in a 
very marked manner on the markets. 
The total catch this year will probably 
not exceed IM.OOO skins. Included in 
this is the 13,000 of the Commercial 
Company's lost with the Mineola. The 
catch of the Victoria Sealing Company 
will probably approximate 10.000 front 
Bchrm Sea. and about 1.400 on the 
coast. Japan contributed Inst year 
about 7 . 000 . and may be places! at that 
figure again. There is then the Falkland 
Islan-I catch and other independent 
source ft of supply, bringing (he total up 
to about 35.000 or 30.000. 

The* loss on the Miticoln represent* 
over a third of the entire catch, which 
will increase the demand. With good 
calefies the local company stands in a 
position to have a very profitable season.

Professor Flnsen, the Discoverer, Is Dead 
Something About HI* Work.

TIDE TABLE. 


Professor Niels Flnsen, discoverer of the 
so-called Flnsen ray* of light for the cure 
of lupns, and head of the Flnsen Ray In¬ 
stitute at Copenhagen, Is dead. Professor 
Fluneu, In December, J808, was awarded 
the Nobel medical prise by the Norwegian 
parliament. 

Flnsen was the son of a well known Ice¬ 
landic functionary; he was born some 
forty-five year* ago on one of tho Faroe 
Islands. His early education took place 
In Iceland; and from there he went to 
Copenhagen and entered the university for 
the purpose of studying medicine. Therf be 
began Ms first Investigations touching the 
effect of light on the human organism. 
Sophu* Bang, a ,fellow student, now con¬ 
sidered) one of Europe's first anatomists, 
•hared Flnsen'* enthusiasm as regard* a 
complete reform of medical therapeutic*. 
Ill health, which left him a badly shattered 
constitution, did not deter him from pur¬ 
suing his studies of the effect of sunlight. 

In 1800 Professor Flnsen graduated from 
the Copenhagen University. Gradually It 
became clear that there was much of com¬ 
mon sense in what Flnsen claimed/ for hla 
discovery. Then, In an article, "The In¬ 
fluence of Light on the Skin,"'published In 
July, J803, he aroused general attention 
by declaring that In cases of smallpox pa¬ 
tients kept In a dark room would nsfl bs 
marked, even If they had not been vac¬ 
cinated. He secured the effect of darkness 
by permitttng only red) light to reach pa¬ 
tients. 

Then Flnsen began experimenting with 
the ohemlcal rays on lupus, a dreadful dis¬ 
figuring disease, osualy of the face, that 
comes when the bacteria of tuberculosis 
attack the surfaces of the body* Instead of 
the lungs or deeper parts. There was no 
care for lupus, and thousands of sufferer* 
over the world (there were some l.fipo In 
Denmark alone) were condemned without 
hope to endure Its slow ravages. Surgeons 
might cut away the affected/ parts, but 
some of the bacteria were almost sure to 
remain, so that the knife gave only tem¬ 
porary reHef. 

Flnsen's first patient was an engineer of 
Copenhagen, Niels Morgensen, who for 
eight years slpee the lupus declared Itself 
hod vainly tried for relief. In six months 
Flnsen cured him by means of the blue 
light. Hits case revolutionised) the treat¬ 
ment of lupns. The FJosen Light Institu¬ 
tion was opened In Copenhagen, but in the 
first six months only a doaen ease* were 
received. Then patients began to come 
from all Scandinavian coon tries, and the 
system was adopted! In London and 1 Bt. 
Petersburg. 

Then Flnsen began experimenting with 
cancer, and he scored some remarkable 
cares. He patented none of the apparatus, 
but welcomed experts from any country 
and permitted them to make nse of hla dis¬ 
coveries for the good of mankind. He

Mr. 8uvith Is a native of Cornwall, England, where he was born in 1858, 
and where in early youth he gained an experimental knowledge of coal mines and 
coal mining. In 1802 he was forced to come to Canada in search of health. 
This being completely restored, he entered the public arena, and in 18iM he ran 
for the British Columbia legislature agadnst John Bryden, eondn-Hiw of Robert 
Dnusmnir, for North Nanaimo.- The miners were anxions to suiqiort Mr.

Mr. Smith lias always takeo an inde¬ 
pendent stand, but is always so reasonable as to attract the sympathy and get 
the support of the House of Commons in his many proposal*. 

Reference has not been made to Mr. Smith’s career in the Commons, where 
he has been a zealous worker for his constituency; to bis identification w*th 
the Trades and Labor Congress of Canada; or to the repeated instances in 
which he has rendered distinct service to the country and the cause of labor 
through hi* good offices as mediator. A notable instance of this was when he 
went to the assistance of Smith Curtis, then minister of mines, and an opponent 
of Mr. Smith’s, the result being the termination of nn ominous condition of 
affairs in Rosaland.

It is almost under your 
nose, it-Tenches to the hounds of your 
horizon. Now leave your window and 
• cross over, and look out of the other side. 
And what do you «ee? Rye, nothing but 
rye. The train rolls on. minute after 
minute, hour after hour, and all the time 
you are in a sea of grain that is fast 
ripening for the sickle. The train is like 
a giant worm crawling in a prairie. You 
are in the midst of the Rnssinn army’s 
preparation* for the war. That for Rus¬ 
sia at least has only just commenced. 
Yon cannot realise it’, my friend. You 
have been used to hearing of grain talk¬ 
ed about by the paltry milHon bushel*, 
perhaps. When it come* to square mile* 
that make you giddy in tho counting, 
yon turn away and marvel. Well, so do 
I. and so will n lot of other folk before 
j we are three year* older.

I wish 
I could bunt this into the brain of every 
Briton who loves his country ami hopes 
for it* welfare: “If war comes, Russia 
will not stand aloue.” A nation with a 
fine fleet and a terrible army, an army 
that is ready to the last button ou the 
last shirt, will stand with her, fall with 
her, too, perhaps, for in the end we liave 
always had a trick of holding our own; 
but think of the terrible sacrifice which 
must be made if tilings come to such a 
pass, all danger of which could easily 
obviated now by the exercise of a little 
wise statecraft’, or. letter still, a little 
national common-sense. Here is another 
tiling that impressed me in Russia. 
Wherever I weut I found German mer¬ 
chants doing a great and flourishing 
business. Wherever I went I found Ger¬ 
man people grot ting themselves upon the 
noil. Gorman names are over the shops 
in all directions. German interests’ are 
bound up iu Russia to an extent which 
few people In Great Britain arc aware of. 

Germany is Russia. 

German merchants assured me that 
■early one-half of the whole of Ger¬ 
many’s output of manufactured good* 
goes to Russia, and that n war Oiat 
would cripple that output would close 
half the factories in tin* Kaiser’s domin¬ 
ions. and bring an industrial crisis which 
could have but one result—the driving of 
an anued Germany on to flic side of 
Russia. “Germany has no great colonies 
to take her goods, no oversea markets of 
her own.” remarked au important mer¬ 
chant to me. England has snapped up 
v«*ry nearly all the uew markets of the 
worldrand hns a lot o.f the old world, t*x>;

Australia. Now Zealand. Canada. South

judiciously made and the various branches of the Federal Ser¬ 
vice in this Province have been fully equipped and maintained in 
tn a high state of efficiency. In this connection we desire to ac¬ 
knowledge and commend the diligent, intelligent and successful 
manner in which Senator Templeman and Hr. George Riley have 
represented us at Ottawa. 

3. We endorse and approve the action of the Government 
in permtlting the nse of Fish Traps along the shores of Vanoon- 
ver Island, whereby the exploitation of our fisheries can be prose¬ 
cuted with greater advantage than under the system formerly In 
vogue, and Canadian fishermen can take Canadian salmon which 
would otherwise bo caught in traps in adjacent United States 
water*. We alio heartily commend the decision of the Govern¬ 
ment to establish additional hatcheries on a more extensive scale 
than hitherto, thna contributing to the further preservation of 
one of the most important industries of tho Province, 

I 4. We endorse and approve the poliewand action of the 
Government in connection with the National Transcontinental 
Railway, whereby immigration will bo stimulated. Interprovincial 
trade he -increased and another link he established in the ohain 
of Imperial Federation and Imperial defence. As British Co¬ 
lumbians, we are especially Interested in this great undertaking, 
because it will certainly lead to the development of a very large 
area in the Province possessing great agricultural, mineral and 
timber resource*. We endorse and approve of tho provisions in 
the railway legislation in this regard whereby the principle of 
Government Ownership is adopetd and ultimate Government Own¬ 
ership of the whole line is ensured. We pledge ourselves to 
ns* every means in oar power to secure the construction of this 
railway to a point on Vancouver Island, having direct rail con¬ 
nection with tho Oity of Victoria and to obtain terminal rata 
and facilities for this City. 

5. W* pledge ounelves to every possible effort to secure the 
early establishment of railway communication between the Oity 
of Victoria and th* Western and Northern parte of Vancouver 
Island, and also of direct railway connection between this city 
and the mining districts of Tale and Kootenay. 

A We endorse and approve the action of the Liberal Gov¬ 
ernment of Canada in advancing tho Capitation Tax on Chinese 
entering the Province, first from $50 to $100 and again from $100 
to $500, a total increase under the Liberal Administration off 
$450 per head. 

7. We endone and approve the policy and action of the 
Liberal Government of Canada in constituting the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioner* for Canada, a Court of Record with ample 
powers to enforce the law and to secure the carrying ont of the 
decrees of the Conrt, and with plenary jurisdiction over all Can¬ 
adian Railways both in regard to the protection of employees 
and th* travelling public and in regard to the fixing and regula¬ 
tion of tolls and charges.. Already the Board has rendered im¬ 
portant public service, and its establishment has reflected most 
favorably npon th* wisdom of the Administration. 

8. We endorse sod commend the policy of the Government 
In liberally subsidising lines of ocean-going steamers, whereby 
the incresse of Canadian Commerce is greatly promoted, and 
as residents of this city and province we especially commend the 
establishment of the Canadian-Anstrallan and Canadlan-Mexlcan 
Services. We also endorse the policy of the Government in ad¬ 
vertising Canada abroad, thereby promoting immigration to the 
Dominion and we pledge ourselves to urge npon the Government 
the continuation of this work and its extension on a wider scale 
than ever before to British Columbia. 

8. W* recognise and appland the action of the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in granting a bounty to lead manufactured in Canada, 
whereby a very Important branch of mining in this Province bss 
been revived and remnnerative employment has been given to a 
large nnmber of people. 

10. We commend the policy of the Government in respect to 
legislation in the interests of labor, including action in segard 
to the establishment of the Labor Bureau, the adoption of the 
Fair Wage principle, the settlemei* of strikes and lockouts and 
" other useful legislation in that direction, and pledge ourselves to 
give onr hearty assistance and support to any further efforts in 
that direction. 

i II. We declare onr firm conviction that the continuation in 
power of Sir Wilfrid Laurier and the Lihpral Party affords the 
strongest guarantee that the great period of prosperity, which 
the country has enjoyed in the past eight years will b« con¬ 
tinued in the future. _■ .
